Seeking to overcome in- 
creasing costs that are cutting 
deeper into revenues, Com- 
monwealth Edison Company 
has asked the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission for 
emergency rate relief through 
an interim increase of 7.3 per 
cent in electricity charges. 

In revised rate schedules filed 
with the Commission, the 
electric company also 
requested a subsequent in- 
crease of 8.3 per cent to take 
effect following completion of 
hearings. 

Thomas G Ayers, Edison 
chairman and president, said 
the 7.3 per cent increase is 
needed immediately to raise the 




utility's return on plant in- * 
vestment to a level authorized 
by the Commission in rate 
proceedings concluded earlier 
this year. It would provide 
additional revenues of about 
$113 million a year, but leave a 
net gain of only $52 million after 
federal, state and local taxes. 
. About $128 million of annual 
revenues, diminished to $59 
million by taxes, would ■ be 
derived from the second phase 
of the proposed Increase. The 
estimates are based on Edison 
sales in the 12-month period 
ended last June 30. 

The increases are u rgently 
needed, said Ayers [to give the 
company a sound financial base 
for carrying on its huge con- 
struction program and assuring 
its 2.7 million customers of

continuing service reliability. 

"Since we last requested rate 
relief 17 months ago, our costs 
have gone up at a jate far ex- 
ceeding advances in revenues" 
Ayers said: "The rate revisions 
authorized last April have 
failed to produce the 8.27 per 
cent return on plant investment 
which the Commission in- 
dicated was then appropriate. 
While our retu rn this year will 
be about 6% per cent, we are 
paying well over 10 per cent for 
new funds." 

Rising costs affecting the 
company's business have 
caused a deterioration in 
company earnings, he added, 
with damaging consequences to 
marketability of securities and 
the coverage of interest 
charges.

Studded Snow 
Tire Regulation 

In Illinois the use of studded 
snow tires is not permitted 
before Nov. 15 . and they ma y 



not be used after April 1. 

Indiana laws permit studded 
snow tires only between Oct. I 
and May 1. 

Other Midwest states permit 
the use of studded snow tires* 
during the following time 
periods: Wisconsin (Nov. 15 to 
April T); Michigan (Dec. 1 to 
April H: Iowa (Nov. 1 to April 
1) and Ohio (Nov. 15 to March 

Minnesota continues to ban 
-Htuddcd-siiow- tires entirply, but 
gives a :W-day grace period to 
non-residents traveling within 
the state. 

Other states prohibiting the 
use of studded tires at all times 
include Florida, Hawaii, Mis- 
sissippi. Louisiana and the 
Province of Ontario in Canada. 

After this winter Wisconsin 
and Michigan will be among the 
states prohibiting the use of 
studded snow tires at all times.
